WOULD USE STATE POLICE TO 
CURB BUSSES, AID RAILROADS 


Attorney Shartcel Says Motor 
Coaches Should Be Made to Stay 
Under 40-Mile Limit. 

By the Associated Press. 
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JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 14.— 
Use of the State police power to 
impair bus service in Missouri and 
thus assist the railroads was advo- 


cated today by Attorney-General 
Stratton Shartel. The Attorney- 
General, in a prepared statement, 
announced it was his opinion that 
the newly created State highway 
patrol should force busses and/| 
trucks to stay under the 40-mile- | 
an-hour speed limit authorized by) 
law. Trucks and busses, he said, 
are using the public highways for 
private gain and should be forced 
to use even more care than the 
general public. 

“Busses should not be allowed) 
to give fast service because they | 
endanger the lives of the citizens 
of this State. Furthermore, if 
busses were slowed down to a rea- 
sonable speed and not allowed to 
make such fast time over the pub- 
lic highways, their service would 
be impaired and the railroads, suf- 
fering from such unfair competi- 
tion, would benefit.” 

Shartel also said tha: safety of 
the highways ~demanded slower 
speed by busses for they are more 
difficult to handle, he said, and 
take more space on the roads.

Denies Her Signature on Pur- 
ported Transfer cf Property 
to Ex-Chauffeur. 


Mrs. Grace Caroline Thomasson, 
youthful wife of Hugh W. as- 
son, 73-year-old wealthy retired 
real estate dealer, visited City Hall 
today and declared her signature 
had been forged to two deeds pur- 
porting to transfer Thomasson’s 
largest real estate holdings to Con- 
rad E. Frederick, former chauffeur 
for Mrs. Thomaséon.

INCREASE IN CITY TAX 
ON GASOLINE URGED 


Alderman Hopes Thereby to 
Add $500,000 to Munic- 
ipal Revenue. 


Doubling of the city gasoline tax 
and a small increase of the city 
license fees for passenger automo- 
biles, to put the fee at the maxi- 
mum, are recor’ mended in a report 
to Comptroller Nolte by Arthur C. 
Meyers, auditor and engineer for 
the Comptroller. Meyers urged | 
larger increases for commercial | 
motor licenses. 

The city gasoline tax now is % | 
cent a gallon, in addition to the | 
State tax of 2 cents a gallon. It) 
yields about $500,000 a year for | 
| general city revenues, and the in- | 
| crease would make the yield about , 
$1,000,000 annually. The increase 
| would make the aggregate of city 
| and State taxes here 3 cents a gal- | 
| lon, the same as in East St. Louis. | 
| Estimate of increased revenue | 
from raising the license rates were | 
not made by Meyers. The city now 
charges from $2 to $10 for a license | 
for either passenger car or truck, | 
depending on the horsepower of | 
the motor. Only cars having leas | 
than 12 horsepower, such ag the | 
Austin, are subject to the $2 rate. | 
The State law permits the city to 
charge up to one-third of the 


In most cases, the city rate is about 
50 cents under the permissible | 
maximum. For example, the State | 
charges $16.59 for a license for a | 
model A Ford and the city $5, | 
whereas the city coull charge $5.50. | 

While the Stat> fixes license fees | 
for commercial cars and trailers| 
| on a tonnage basis, the city charges | 
' trucks at a lower scale on the; 
| horsepower basis and does not tax | 
trailers. Meyers recommended a 
| tonnage tax on both these classes, 
to yield an appreciably larger reve- 
nue. 

Alderman Wimer has talked of 
introducing a bill in the Board of 
Aldermen next month to increase | 
the city gasoline tcx to 2 cents a. 
gallon, and to devote the revenue 
to street opening and widening | 
cost, thus relieving property own- 
ers of special taxes for such im- 
provements. Meyers said the in- 
desirable to help bear 
the growing cost of street main- | 
tenance and traffic control. 

Meyers reported to the Conip- 
troller on his successful efforts to 
improve enforcement of the pres- 
ent city gasoline tax. A check of 
records, he said, showed about $59,- 
000 in back taxes due prior to the 
end of the last fiscal year, which 
the city will seek to collect.

TO REACH FACTORY 


Corporation Refusing to 
Deal With Municipal Gas 
Plant at Fulton Meets 
Obstacle. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
FULTON, Mo, Aug. 14.—Citizens 


of Fulton has discovered that they 
have a weapon which may become 
useful in bargaining with the Pan- 
handle Eastern Pipe Liue Co. to ob- 


tain natural gas for the city’s pro- 
posed publicly owned distributing 
plant. 

The pipe line company has laid a 
six-inch lateral pipe 23 miles from 
its main line to supply a large 
brick plant owned by the Harvison 
& Walker Refractories Co. of Pitts- 
It was the understanding of 
the gas concern that the brick 
plant, though within the city lim- 
its, also reached the edge of city 
territory so that no permit would 
be necessary to establish connec- 
tion with the brick plant over city 
property. 

The fact, however, is that the 
brick plant is at a distance of 643 
feet within the city limits, and it 
will be necessary for the company 
to obtain a permit from the city to 
extend its service to its intended 
customer. The intervention of a 
street makes such a permit impera- 
tive if the connection is to be 
made. 

Since the pipe line company dis- 
covered this situation it has sent in 
a force of surveyors to ascertain 
the situation and overcome the ob- 
stacle if possible. 

Whether the consumption of fuel 


by the brick plant would have been 
sufficient to prevent loss by the 
pipe line company in case the city 
does not become a customer can- 
not be stated as yet. It is known 
only that the company needs the 
good graces of the city to supply 
its intended private customer. Un- 
til this is gained the 23-mile pipe 
line will be without a customer.

“This is unlike the referee 
tour, insofar as I will have to 
receive considerable of a guar- 
antee with the privilege of 59 
per cent of the gate. and a 
boxing show of merit would 
have to be put on behind 
Dempsey. 

“Right now I have 60 or 
more offers with a minimum 
guarantee of $5000, with the 
highest guarantee thus far of- 
fered of $20,000, made by San 
Francisco, and one of $17,500 
made by Los Angeles. 

“Due to Jack's style you can 
see for yourself that it ought 
not to be long before he is in 
the pink.

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


St. Charles County and the Browns. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HOLD no brief for the Brown fam- 


ily, squatters on an island in the Mis- 
souri River, who were recently evicted 
by means of a court order granted to 
agents of Mrs. Irene Walter Johnson, 
philanthropist, but I would like to set 
forth a few facts of which I have first- 
hand knowledge. At the very bottom 
of the whole pitiful affair is the rep- 
rehensible conduct of St. Charles Coun- 
ty. 
Something like 20 years ago, high 
water brought the Browns up the Mis- 
souri River in their flat-bottomed scows 
and barges. They were Tennessee peo- 
ple and had lived on rivers all their 
lives, fishing and hunting for food. Old 
John Brown was tired of roaming and 
was looking for a place to settle down 
with a fairly large family. Casting 
around for a home, they came upon a 
fertile island in the Missouri off the 
bluffs at St. Albans, Mo., 35 miles west 
of St. Louis. The island had about 600 
acres in it then—all willows, poplars 
and quicksand. 

For several years, they tied their boats 
at the highest point in a group of tall 
poplars and fished and hunted—in be- 
tween times clearing little spots of land 
and raising watermelons and corn which 
grew wonderfully in the rich gumbo soil. 
The island was a wilderness and the 
muddy Missouri swept over it every fall 
and spring and often the river swallowed 
up all their profits—even as late as 1927. 

After they had been on the island a 
few years, my grandfather, the late 
Theodore C. Link, an architect who had 
started a colony of week-enders at 8&t. 
Albans, including the Oscar Johnson 
family, decided he would like to own 
the island and cast about to see who 
could sell it to him. He found that St. 
Charles County claimed the island as its 
property, saying it had been formed dur- 
ing high water from land washed from 
its shores. 

On St. Charles County’s representa- 
tion, he bought the island in partnership 
with the late Dr. Bertha A. Buddecke, 
another St. Albanite. St. Charles sold 
it without considering the Browns and 
the money went into the school fund. 
The county took the money but, when 
the deed was made over, the officials 
declined to give possession, saying that 
the title wasn’t clear enough. They 
laughed and informed Mr. Link that he 
would have to obtain possession himself 
from the Brown family. 

Mr. Link called on the Browns, told 
them he had bought the land and asked 
them to move. They declined, said it 
was their home and that they had as 
much title to the island as St. Charles 
County. The Browns offered him the 
property if he was prepared to pay 
$4000 additional, but he declined and 
asked the county to return his money, as 
the county had sold something that 
wasn't entirely its property and some- 
thing it could not deliver. The coun- 
ty officials shrugged their shoulders. 
They were satisfied. 

Mr. Link and Dr. Buddecke tried to 
obtain possession of the island, but the 
Browns advanced strong claims and, 
partly because they recognized that the 
Browns had some title to the property 
and partly because they did not want 
trouble with neighbor*, the Link-Bud- 
decke purchasers marked off the pur- 
chase price of the island as lesson No. 1 
in dealing with county officials, 

Since that time, 1916, the Browns 
have lived in comparatively peaceable 
possession. In the years between then 
and now, Franklin County advanced 
claims to the island. St. Charles and 
Franklin, On opposite sides of the river, 
fought over the fertile isle, which each 
year Was becoming more valuable. 

As time passed, however, the claim 
of the Brown family seemed assured 
over all the other bickering. Finally, an 
agent for Mrs. Johnson began buying up 
claims to the island and then went to the 
St. Charles County officials and bought 
the island from them for something less 
than $2 an acre. The officials took the 
money because it would enrich the 
school fund. The farm island had in- 
creased in size to 2200 acres. Here was 
St. Charles County selling the land for a 
second time! 

The county tried again to back down 
on the agreement to give Mrs. Johnson 
possession of the property and, for overa 
year, the officials would not move to 
evict the Browns. Mra, Johnson's agent 
prodded them so that they were forced 
to make an attempt. The attempt was 
half-hearted and failed, and the deputies 
were glad of it because the whole coun- 
tryside was with the Brown family and 
the Browns had threatened to resist to 
the end. Mrs. Johnson’s agent continued 
to prod the officials and on the last day 
on which the writ of possession granted 
by the St. Charles courts was still good, 
the Browns were evicted, bag and bag- 
gage. 

The Browns have a number of techni- 
cal claims, such as adverse and peace- 
able possession over a period of years. 
Mrs. Johnson bought the property from 
the county, which represented itself as 
the rightful owner. Wherein lies the 
fault? Who is to be blamed for a pitiful 
situation like that of the Brown family, 
poor and homeless and with 18 years of 
work gone to nothing? Out of the whole 
affair, the unethical, or unfair, or even 
shady conduct of the county stands forth 


glaringly.

GRASSHOPPER ECONOMICS. 

The Farm Board has devised a scheme to raise the 
cotton planters out of the slough of depression and 
despond and elevate them to a high level of pros- 
perity. It proposes the destruction of one-third of 
the cotton crop to raise the price of cotton. It advises 
the planters to pick only two rows out of every 
three, leaving the cotton of the third row in the field 
to rot. 

This scheme drips with the richness of the brilliant 
thinking of the best minds and of economic wisdom. 
It is akin to the plan to boost the price of wheat 
and cotton by reducing acreage and buying the sur- 
plus wheat and cotton with Government money. These 
schemes didn’t work because the farmers refused to 
reduce and the holding of the Government wheat 
and cotton wrecked the prices of both. This new 
scheme is more effective for the purpose of the Farm. 
Board, which is to boost prices at any cost. The 
salvation of the producers is high prices; therefore, 
get rid of the surplus and put a premium on what 
is left. The new scheme has the merit of novelty 
and direct action—destroy the surplus. 

-Why not apply the same wonderful logic to all 
products of industry and thus lift the whole country 
out of the pool of stagnation? The remedy is easy. 
Too many automobiles are produced. Let the manu- 
facturers junk a third of them and flourish on high 
prices for two-thirds. Furniture is a drug on the 
market. Let the dealers break up a third of their 
goods. Let the householders make bonfires of a third 
of their furniture if they have any unmortgaged. 
Restrain the hens from laying and, if they persist in 
laying, throw away a third of the eggs. Decimate— 
no, kill 33 1-3 per cent of the flocks and herds. Throw 
away a third of the vegetables and fruits, except 
grapes; under the beneficence of the prohibition unit 
and the benign counsel of Mabel Willebrandt, we 
drink more than a third of the grape crop. 

If a man have a two-pants suit, let him contribute 
to prosperity by burning one pair of pants. If a 
woman has three pairs of silk stockings, let her 
tear up one pair. Patriotism sounds the clear call 
for the rescue of the country. Let all citizens respond 
by a ruthless-destruction of one-third of all products 
and commodities. 

Is drouth a curse? No, not in the view of the 
Farm Board; it is a blessing—it destroys crops. Is 
the boll weevil a destructive pest? No, it contributes 
to prosperity by ruining cotton crops. Is the grass- 
hopper a blight and a menace? Far from it; it eats 
up grain and boosts prices. Let us hail and welcome 
the boll weevil, the grasshopper and all crop-destroy- 
ing insects. Let us nurture and cherish them; let us 
bid them multiply and replenish America with their 
kind, so that we shall be assured of short crops and 
high prices. 

The jobless, some six or eight millions of them, 
cannot buy food, clothing or other necessaries of life 
at any price. They are without work, food or 
shelter. They are in rags; half the population of 
the world is in rags and lacks food, but what of it? 
Destroying crops and raising prices will cause so 
much prosperity, accumulate so much wealth in the 
hands of the favored few, that they can afford to 
build and maintain poorhouses for the jobless many. 
Let us rejoice and be thankful that we have super- 
lative great minds which can grasp the boll weevil- 
grasshopper theory of economics and apply it to the 
revival of prosperity and the salvation of our dis- 
tressed people. Let us express our gratitude for their 
beneficent plan gf boosting prices by destroying 
nature’s bounty and the fruits of man’s industry by 
erecting to them monuments more lasting than brass, 
even their own brass. 
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THE DRAMA’S RENAISSANCE. 

Advance reports from leading theatrical producers 
indicate that New York is to have one of the most 
interesting dramatic seasons in many years. A list 
of more than 200 plays has been compiled, plays which 
at this writing the leading producers intend to stage 
next winter. The level is extremely high. The list 
includes the names of many distinguished dramatists, 
including Shaw and Eugene O'Neill. The producers 
realize that they must give entertainment of a higher 
standard than ever before if they are to draw cash 
customers in depressed times, and there will be fewer 
fly-by-night efforts to catch stray dollars with clap- 
trap. 

From the advance reports of the Theater Guild and 
the new Dramatic League, St. Louis, too, will share 
in this somewhat surprising renaissance of the 
theater. <A very interesting list of plays is scheduled 
to appear in the two local theaters. There will be 
two stock companies instead of one. And, too, those 
who are interested in the theater must rejoice that 
so notable a director as Thomas Wood Stevens will 
come in the fall to direct the Little Theater. It was 
Stevens who gave to St. Louis theatrical productions 
as beautiful as any that have ever been seen here.

GANDHI AND THE LONDON CONFERENCE. 
After Gandhi decided several months ago to attend 
the second round table conference in London, most of 
the discussion turned on what he would wear, what 
he would eat and where he would lodge. Now, how- 
ever, other and more significant matters emerge from 
India’s turmoil. .The Nationalist leader, with un- 
wonted but quite understandable pessimism, an- 
nounces he will not go to London after all. He accuses 
the British of violating the Delhi agreement, made 
last Merch by himself and Lord Irwin, the retiring 
Viceroy. He cites the drastic measures taken to col- 
lect taxes from the peasants, and the refusal of Lord 
Willingdon, the present Viceroy, to investigate the 
charges. This refusal has now been modified. 
On his previous refusal, in May, to attend the con- 
ference, Gandhi also charged violations of the truce. 
He reconsidered, however, out of desire to vindicate 
the good name of his party and to bring lasting peace. 
It is possible, in view of his statement of today, 
that Gandhi will again reconsider, for the same rea- 
sons, and add his prestige to insuring success of the 
parley. For that matter, it would appear that there 
have been breaches of the agreement on both sides. 
the British might cite violence in the Hindu-Moslem 
riots, which have continued, though with abated vigor, 
since the truce. The Hindu-Moslem problem is an 
overwhelming one, and adds to Gandhi's feeling that 
his place is at home, seeking a remedy. On a for- 
mer occasion, he said of it, “I have tried my utmost 
for permanent peace, but find nature against me.” 
There is only one Gandhi, and he still holds the key 
to India’s future. His influence will be important, 
whether at home working for communal peace or in 
London seeking realization of dominion status. The 
previous conference exceeded expectations, considering 
the absence of the Gandhi group. India would be the 
gainer should events of the next few weeks dispel 
Gandhi’s discouragement and enable him, conscience 
free, to attend this meeting. The new Viceroy, who 


to “lead India toward the goal of responsible govern- 
ment and equal partnership with other dominions,” 
now has brought his objective nearer by agreeing 
to examine the charges, a wise step at this crucial 
time.

Why are they well pleased? What less 
could they have done than they have done? 
One notes that there is one absentee. from 
this chorus of self-approval—Dr. Bruening 
has not gone into ecstacies. He has been 
Siven an assurance that the Governments 
will try to persuade the bankers to leave in 
Germany such money as they still have 
there, and, through a committee of the In- 
ternational Bank, to make inquiries as to 
what further steps should be taken. On 
any reckoning, it is a meager result. 

But Germany, it may be said, has been 
saved, and that was the only thing that mat- 
tered. But has Germany been saved? For 
how long has she been saved? Nobody 
knows. 

One can well understand that the mem- 
bers of the conférence, apart from a natural 
desire not to belittle their handiwork, may 
feel it wise to pretend to a greater satisfac- 
tion than they really feel. The trouble is, 
after all, a crisis of credit and confidence, 
and nothing should be said to shake confi- 
dence unnecessarily. But that does not mean 
that one must avoid all serious consideration 
of probabilities. There is little doubt that 
when the British Government issued their 
invitations to London, they hoped for much 
bigger results than have actually been 
achieved. Perhaps they were foolish to 
have such hopes. Certainly they were soon 
disillusioned. '

But it is no 
use pretending that the loss of confidence 
was entirely misplaced, or can be entirely 
retrieved by such simple means. Certain 
things have got to be done before foreign 
money will be drawn to Germany as a sat- 
isfactory field of investment. Her budget 
will have to be balanced; her reparation lia- 
bilities will have to be revised; her foreign 
relationships will have to be improved, and 
her domestic politics will have to show a 
less dangerous tendency toward irresponsi- 
ble government.

These things hang together very largely. 
That is why it had been hoped that the 
London conference would not confine itself 
to the comparatively simple matter of stav- 
ing off the immediate financial crisis, but 
would attempt to come to grips with its un- 
derlying causes.

The short-sightedness of French policy is 
sometimes amazing. But it is not new. Fun- 
damentally the French attitude toward Ger- 
many remains always pretty much the same, 
implacable and afraid. But we have to 
reckon with it and work with it, for it is the 
key to Europe’s disquiet. If the London con- 
ference has done even a little toward creat- 
ing a better disposition between the heads 
of the present French and German Govern- 
ments, it will not have been held in vain.

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PLANNING THE MENU: 
RECIPES FOR WEEK 


Preparation of Meals, and 
‘. Four Recipes. 


A glance over the week’s menus 
published in this section shows a 
liberal use of vegetables and fruits, 
rightly chosen for the last month 
of summer to offset its drain on 
nerves and vitality. 

Frash crisp salads, fresh fruit 
deserts and carefully cooked vege- 
tables will do their share in main- 
taining the family welfare for the 


week. 

Menus are planned to simplify 
cooking as much as possible. When 
the oven is used for the roast of 
beef Monday night, the potatoes 
are to be cooked in the same pan 
with the meat. The squash may be 
cut up and placed in a baking dish 
with a little water, and baked for 
about 35 minutes, making a pleas- 
ant change from boiled squash. 
Drain and season with butter, salt 
and pepper. 

The berry pie served for the same 
meal can be put on when the roast 
first goes in, and it will have time 


is served. 

Enough potatoes are to be cooked 
on Sunday to include in the salad 
Monday luncheon. Roast beef left 
over Monday evening will make the 
jellied beef loaf for Tuesday din- 
ner. 

RECIPES FOR WEFK. 
Fried Chicken With Cream Gravy. 

For four people select a young 
chicken weighing about 8 pounds 
or 2 smaller ones of about 1% 
pounds each. Have them split and 
each half divided into two pleces. 
Singe, rinse with cold water and 
drain thoroughly. Roll each piece 
of chicken in flour that has been 
well seasoned with salt and pepper. 
Heat a large heavy frying pan and 
put about $3 tablespoons cooking 
fat in it. Heat until very hot and 
brown the chicken quickly in the 
fat, skin side first. It may not be 
possible to cook all the pieces at 
|once. Brown them, transfer to a 
| plate and when all are browned, 
return to the pan, packing them in 
closely. Cover closely with a large 


lid and cook very slowly for 20 to 
_40 minutes, depending on the age 


of the chickens.

FRUIT FRITTER BATTER 
FOR APPLES AND PEACHES 


Here’s a Substantial Way to Serve 
Fruits in Browned Covering. 
Mix and sift one cup flour with 

one-fourth teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon sugar and one teaspoon bak- 
ing powder. Beat the yolk of one 
egg until light and mix with one- 
half cup milk and one tablespoon 
salad oil. 

Add to the flour mixture, beat 
until smooth and stir in two table- 
spoons more of milk. Beat the egg 
white until stiff and fold in last. 

Peel firm, rather tart apples; cut 
in half, core and then cut in slices 
about a third-inch thick, Dip in 
the batter and fry in deep fat 
heated to 375 degrees, or until it 
will brown a piece of bread in one 
minute. 

Fresh peaches, bananas, pineap- 
ples and other fruits may be used 
with this batter. Serve fritters 
with honey, a little syrup or juice

While women no longer make 
large amounts of varied pickles as 
in former days, there are a few old 
reliables that are made year after 
year. Care should always be taken 
that only the best quality of veg- 
etables, tider and spices are used 
for pickles and relishes. 

Measure also very carefully the 
seasonings as the charm of the 
pickle depends greatly on these 
proper proportions, 

Green Tomato Soy. 
Green tomato soy is an old-fash- 
foned favorite that deserves a place 
in every home. Wash eight quarts 
of green tomatoes, cut in slices and 
arrange in layers in a crock or 
large bowl with one tablespoon sait 
sprinkled over each layer. Let 
wtand over night. In the morning 
drain off the juice and discard. 
Peel and slice two dozen white on- 
ions and arrange alternate layers 
of tomatoes and oniong in a large 
kettle. Mix two ounces ground 
cloves, one ounce alispice, one 
ounce ginger, one-fourth pound 
white mustard seed, two table- 
spoons ginger and one tablespoon 
white pepper with two cups vinegar 
and pour over the tomatoes, then 
add more vinegar to just cover the 
vegetables. Simmer slowly until 
the onions look clear. Put in giass 
jars or crocks and let ripen. Will 
keep a year. 
Chow-Chow Pickle. 

Soak the following in weak salt 
water for 12 hours: One quart of 
cucumbers, one quart of green to- 


matoes, one quart cauliflower, one 
quart of celery and six large white | 
onions, all chopped coarsely to- | 
gether.

Erysipelas 


E RYSIPELAS is a germ disease 


involving the skin and causing 
serious systemic disturbances. 
Its most common place of devel- 
opment is on the face. It may start 
at the bridge of the nose and spread 
over both cheeks. 


Small breaks in the skin serve as 
a starting point by allowing the 
entrance of the erysipelas germ. 


The rash which the disease 
causes is markedly red, due to the 
intense inflammation of the skin, 
and the area affected is usually ele- 
vated above the normal skin. 


Another of the characteristics of 
the disease is a clean line of de- 
marcation between the diseased and 
the healthy portion of the skin. 

The rash has a tendency to 
spread at the margins and as it 
spreads, the areas first involved , 
tend to fade out and return to nor- 
mal color. 

Together with this rash, there 
are fever and malaise, the patient 
giving signs of being seriously ill. 

Erysipelas may attack both 
young and old, male and female 
and practically all races. 

It is a dangerous disease, with a 
mortality rate of from 4 to 7 per 
cent. 

When erysipelas involvesthe face 
or head it is particularly danger- 
ous. This disease may also be fo!- 
lowed by serious complications. 
such as pneumonia, diseases of the 
kidneys and of the heart linings. 

In young infants and old persons 
and in those whose health and re- 
sistance have been undermined by 
alcoholism, physical strain, chronic 
fatigue and other diseases, ery- 
sipelas is a very serious condition. 

Erysipelas is particularly danger- 
ous to newly delivered women and 
to new-born infants. Erysipelas 
may appear in chronic form.
